Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was 
agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant argued that UPS of Caruso and vehicle of Fraker are not a business machine. 
The examiner indicated that claims does not include the business machine in its scope but rather 
are directed to the automated service management method and system. Further, the UPS and 
vehicle are broadly business machines insofar as they are items related to business. 

Applicant requested clarification of the position taken with regard to service contracts in 
paragraphs 4a and 4n in the previous Office action. The examiner indicated that while the 
process claims do not include the contract per se, they have been interpreted to include a method 
of servicing. In that regard, the examiner noted that the alternative interpretation that may 
include a service contract would have been obvious insofar as it is common business practice to 
contract service. 

Applicant requested clarification of the position taken with regard to service contracts in 
paragraph 5 of the previous Office action. The examiner indicated that Fraker includes a 
threshold as recited in the claims; however, the reference lacks an explicit association of the 
threshold to a service contract. In that regard, the examiner has taken Official notice that 
performing service on vehicles is well known, and in particular fleet vehicles are serviced under 
a service contract to avoid unexpected availability of the fleet vehicle. The thresholds for service 
contracts are based on the terms of the contract and may be in the form of preventative or 
routine. 

No agreement was reached with respect to the claims. Any amendment to the claims 
would be reviewed upon formal filing.
